This Classic Play

JTERDAY'S story about a 
doubtful pennity double re- 
minds me of anothor classic ex- 


international bridge star, bid the 
South hand with his customary 
optimism up to na siam in 
hearts, Thereupon East made 
the aforementioned doubtful 
double. 


If West had been an expert, 
the double would have sald: 
“Don't lead spades, my bid suit, 
partner, Muke an unusual lead 
—probably the first suit bid by 
dummy." In thin case there 
wound have been some point to 
the double, for a diamond lead 
by West would have  clarLiied 
the situation Scyond all power 
of Venizelos to obscure it. 


Since West wasn't an expert, 
he led the deuce of spades. 
East should have known what 
rort of partner he had and that 
the double would merely inform 
declarer without producing the 
right opening lead. Hence the 
double was doubiful ot best.
